W 


orld War I ended with the signing of the Armistice in November 1918, and the following 
winter, half a century ago, saw the beginning of the period of readjustment and change 


: ,; M Rr£sident",Woodrow W.i.ls/in himself attended-the Paris peace conference, which began 


in January 1919. The other great power leaders who took part were" TJaVidTlo'yd 'George 
(Britain), Georges Clemenceau (France) and Vittorio Orlando (Italy). The peace treaty in- 
cluded the covenant for the League of Nations. In spite of Wilson's strenuous campaigning 
(concluding with his own complete breakdown in health), the U.S. Senate finally rejected 
the treaty, mainly because of unwillingness to be committed to the League of Nations. This 
reflected a growing trend towards "isolationism" in the country generally. 


A few days before the Armistice, state and congressional elections took place in the 


U.S.-until 1920 women were still not eligible to vote in every state. To the disappointment 
of Wilson's administration, a Republican-controlled House and Senate were returned. Teddy 
Roosevelt's influence in the Republican party was growing at this time, but he died sud- 
denly in January 1919. 


Among the problems to be faced was economic rehabilitation. At the end of the war the 


government was controlling supplies of food, manufactured goods and coal. Railways, tele- 
phone and telegraph services, aliens' property and foreign trade were other sectors under 
central direction. $35.5 billion (including $9.5 billion lent to the Allies) had been spent on 
the war, and an unprecedented rate of expenditure continued thereafter. Two million U.S. 
soldiers were overseas at the end of the war; two thirds of them were brought home in the 
six months following the Armistice. Large amounts of equipment were left in Europe and 
were sold at a heavy discount. 


In the winter of 1918 the most destructive influenza epidemic in history broke out and 


swept through the world. It has been estimated that the disease took 20 million lives, 548 
thousand in the United States Amendment 18 ("prohibition") was ratified on January 
16, 1919. 


This, then, was the scene as the war ended. With it had ended an age. a new one was 


beginning—and "peace" was to remain as elusive as ever.

YOUR DENTAL HEALTH 


Porcelain Fillings 
Have Their Drawbacks 


By WILLIAM LAWRENCE, D.D.S. 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


I have so many silver fillings 
in my teeth that my friends 
say I have a coal miner's 
smile. Can these black fill- 
ings be replaced with porce- 
lain?—William H. 


A N S W E R : "Porcelain" 


filling materials (really silic- 
ate cements—not porcelain) 
can't be used to repair biting 
surfaces of back teeth be- 
cause they wear so quickly. 
And they can't be used to 
repair edges of teeth because 
they 
h a v e 
no 
"edge 


strength." 


But facings of silver fill- 


ings can be replaced with 
porcelain. On nonbiting sur- 
faces, and protected on all 
sides, porcelain can produce 
a pretty fair cosmetic effect 
even if for a limited time. 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


My porcelain fillings wear 
away and discolor. They look 
good for a few months and 
then get brown and pitted, 
making my teeth look as 
though I never brush them. 
How can this be prevented? 
-A. F.

They 
stain and erode, their sur- 
faces 
become 
rough and 


attract food debris, and they 
often cause irritation and in- 
flammation of surrounding 
gums. 


What a flurry of excite- 


ment there was some years 
ago when plastic filling ma- 
terials for front teeth were 
introduced! But, alas, they 
didn't live up to their high 
promise. 


S e v e r e drawbacks were 


quickly noted. Mainly they 
didn't adhere well to cavity 
walls and, even when insert- 
ed with proper underrating, 
sometimes permanently in- 
jured the nerve. 


So most dentists continue 


to use "porcelain" and try 
to overcome, in part at least, 
the obvious difficulties by 
using good techniques, mix- 
ing, placing and polishing 
fillings with great care and, 
when p o s s i b l e , preparing 
cavities from b e h i n d the 
front teeth so that the fillings 
won't show.

NEW ORLEANS—(NEA)—The coach, with hat tilted, tie 


askew, cuffs on pants rolled up, was delivering a half-time 
pep talk that could have moved mountains. His football 
players hung on every stirring word as he reached a 
quivering crescendo, then bellowed, "All right, let's go out 
the second half and WIN." He took two steps toward the 
locker room door, turned, and his mouth dropped like an 
elevator. The players weren't herding and howling behind 
him. The players, simply sat there. 


VAh, qoach," said center Joe Wendryhoski of the New 


Orleans Saints, "do we have to go?" 


Then the players broke into laughter and laughed so hard 


they fell off the benches, and the locker room literally 
shook with the laughing bodies. 


A practical joke was played on the "coach," who is real- 


ly actor John Randolph. The Saints were only rehearsing 
a scene here for the movie "Pro." It is a serious film— 
despite the off-camera frivolity—starring Charlton Heston 
as an aging quarterback who refuses to accept his de- 
clining skills. 


It is so serious, in fact, that Heston suffered a hairline 


rib fracture when a pass rusher, coming at only three- 
quarters speed, rammed a stray helmet into the actor's 
side. 
i 


"I have to look at it as a fortunate accident," said Hes- 


ton, eating lunch on the sef'in shoulder pads and cleats. 
"One of the players said, 'Welcome to the NFL.' It brought 
me two-and-a-half miles into'the team. And a lot closer to 
understanding what professional football is all about. Main- 
ly, I've learned that pain is'the name of the game. To 
succeed at this game, one must have a willing disregard 
for the consequences. 
' 


'(I've worked harder for this role than for any other I 


studied how to be a quarterback for eight months. I had 
coaches at Southern Cal work with me and also Bill Kil- 
mer, the Saints' quarterback. The job of the pro quarter- 
back is fantastically difficult. 


"Mechanically, you've got to do about 20 things in about 


four seconds. Keep fingers stiff before receiving snap. 
Don't dip your knees before taking the snap. Correct place- 
ment of right foot upon taking first step back. Don't bump 
into your backs. Go six-and-a-half yards back, not five-and- 
a-half. Don't look at the tacklers, but through them and 
the blockers. Keep receivers in view. 


"And the pressures are, of course, multiplied in a game 


With the pass rushers and the huge crowd, it's like passing 
up a barrel. 


"Yet there are thousands of athletes who can do the 


mechanical things perfectly—you can hardly consider me 
one of them—but it is the ability to do this stuff under- 
pressure that separates the true pro." 


The film, according to both Heston and director Tom 


Gries, attempts to view the game of football from the 
standpoint of what it means to the men in it. Gries said, 
"There has never been a movie with football as a subject 
that has truly depicted the way it is. This film is the first

They must have very strong inner 
drives, and must be imaginative. With that comes the reali- 
zation of possible pain and injury. But they keep going 
despite it. 


"A photograph 1 saw a few years ago, of Y.A Tittle 


demonstrates, to me, what this film is about. It showed 
mm with his helmet off, mud caked on his face and blood 
oozing from his ear.

Yet 
the fans and writers fre- 
quently question whether the 
players put out in these so- 
called meaningless games. 


I say "so-called" because 


the fans are naturally ob- 
sessed with championships 
and put little importance on 
any game that doesn't figure 
in the title picture. 


For a player, however, 


any game is his livelihood. 
And for n team, there is 
pride, oblivious to league 
standings. Maybe the stakes 
at the end of the season 
change, but not the battle it- 
self. 


I've a l w a y s maintained 


that the cumulative lure of 
$25,000 for winning the Super 
Bowl (and the playoffs that 
precede It) is not the incen- 
tive in pro football. I just 
don't think money is the 
prime motivation in playing. 


T a k e 
the 
Philadelphia 


Eagles, who entered their 
13th game of the season with 
only one victory. If they lost, 
the chances were good that 
they would get 0. J. Simpson 
in the upcoming draft of col- 
lege players. 


They actually had more to 


gain by losing than winning. 
Yet they came up with their 
finest offensive game of the 
season to beat New Orleans. 


Or take Tucker Frederick- 


son, our fullback with the 
New York Giants.

Hunting in Kentucky 
Going to the

TOMAHAWK, Ky.—(NEA)—Nealy Por- 


ter is a retired gas company employe 
who spends his days poking around his 
125-acre dirt farm and his nights failing 
off rock cliffs. 


"Everybody's recreation has to involve 


some risk," "he says, dusting himself off. 
"I know fellers who get beaned by golf 
balls every summer." 


Porter's recreation is a flexible thing. It 


requires no expensive collection of guns, 
no extra-long fishing poles and no cut- 
proof golf balls. It requires only Nealy 
Porter and a long-eared dog. 


Nealy is a fox hunter. His dog, Kate, is 


called a ioxhound. 


Fox hunting here in eastern Kentucky is 


not like fox hunting in Maryland or New 
Hampshire or Lincolnshire. It is not like 
anything else in the world, except maybe 
a beach party with purpose. 


Fox hunters sit on tali mountains, tell 


taller tales and listen to their dogs chase 
the fox. They take long swigs out of big 
jugs and watch campfire smoke drift up 
through the trees to cloud a full moon. It 
is, as Nealy says, a working man's sport. 


Unlike formal fox hunting, there are no 


horses to ride, no red coats to wear and no 
tally-hos to shout. Hill-style fox hunting 
requires, among other things, a talent for 
telling believable lies, a taste for charred 
potatoes and a capacity for enjoying life 
in one of its purer aspects. 


Like formal fox hunting, however, the 


mountain form also requires certain un- 
wavering skills. 


A veteran fox hunter, they say, can pick 


his dog's bark out of a pack of baying 
hounds a mile away. He also can tell you 
whether his dog is leading the chase. 


"1 once knew a man," said Nealy, "who 


could listen to a dog bark once and tell 
you whether that dog was a he or she and 
whether or not it liked what it had 
f'" 


supper." 


A foxhound in the lead is considered to 


"have the scent." This does not imply that 
the dog stinks, but merely indicates that it 
is closest to the fox. 


Foxhounds have a keen sense of smell 


which they use to track the fox Little else 
about the foxhound, however, is keen. 


If you envision a lithe hound loping 
across a shadowed horizon with a helpless 
fox dj.ngiing from his jaws, forget it. Most 
mountain-trained foxhounds have never 
seen a fox- They would not know one if 
they met one at the kennel club, except 
for the smell.

'in the past three days 160 of 
the Strategic Air Command's 
eight-jet Stratofortresses, flying 
from bases in Okinawa, Guan 
and Thailand, have saturated an 
arc northwest to northeast of 
Saigon with more than 5,000 
tons of bombs. 


U.S. headquarters said return- 


ing crews reported their bombs 
triggered at least 52 secondary 
explosions Thursday and Fri- 
day, 
indicating direct hits on 


ammunition stores. 


Meanwhile the U.S. Navy re-
